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British Trade Report. 





It is extremely difficult to say anything about 
the paper trade without appearing to repeat 
very much what we have said before of late; 
but this is the misfortune of the position of 
things and not our fault, as the half dead and 
alive—the former half much the largest—state 
that we have had month by month to report 
continues in unmitigated intensity and unbroken 
monotony. Papers continue to be pressingly 
and largely offered by English, Scotch, French, 
Belgian, German, and every other nation on the 
face of the earth who can make papers of any 
size or quality whatever; but only as from one 
day to another, and as they can make their own 
sales, will the principal wholesale houses pur- 
chase; and as none of them will give orders for 
stock it follows that at the mills there are large 
stocks wanting orders. Pushing has ceased to 
sell papers, reducing prices does not sell pa- 
pers, and the general consumption being so 
small they are not taken off the market at 
anything like the rate they are being made and 
supplied; and so the trade is glutted, and a state 
of stagnancy has become chronic in the market, 
with no sign of change at present for the better. 

Hand-made writing papers, both in home and 
export branches, are very slack indeed in orders, 
Machine-made writing papers are in no way 
changed since our last; the demand for them 
keeps extremely small, and prices are unaltered 
but steady, as the makers of these kinds do not 
unduly throw them on the market. Engine- 
sized writing papers are not nearly so much in 
request. Printing papers have been without any 
noteworthy change in any way. The supply of 
home and foreign makes continues fully as large; 
the wharves at the East-end of London that are 
the depots of the foreign steamers, never before 
held such large quantities of paper, most, 
which has been sent over for sale of part ad- 
vances of the value. A little more has been 
doing in the class of printings required by the

publishing houses for books, as about this time | 


they begin to order for their winter editions, but 
this has not, as yet, been large enough to have 
any appreciable effect on the market, and prices 
are to the full as low and weak as hitherto. 
Small hands, brown papers, &c., continue dull 
of sale and prices in the former have become 
somewhat weaker. Fairly strong fine straw 
colored small hands, from 11 to 18 lbs. per ream, 
have been offering at 28s. to 25s. per cwt. and were 
not at all ‘‘jumped at” at the price.—P. M. C.

Incombustible Silicate Board. 





The process for manufacturing silicated paper 
board, principally designed for roofing, simply 
consists in impregnating sheets of the paper 
board alternately in a solution of silicate of soda 
or of potash, and in another of chloruret of 
barium or of another salt. The chloruret of 
barium can be replaced by other soluble salts 


which are cheaper provided that they give in- | 
soluble silicates, such as the salts of lime, alumi- 


nium, magnesia, iron, lead, zinc, &c. The entire 
mass of the board is thus impregnated with a 
silicate of baryta or other equally insoluble, and 
at the same time with a certain quality of silex. 
These substances not only enter, but form in 
the very substance of the sheet, an insoluble 
varnish which protects it against the weather, 
increases its resisting power and renders it in- 
combustible. Instead of making use of prepared 
board the matters can be incorporated in the 
pulp. This proceeding is equally applicable to 
paper, wood, stuffs, &c. It will take various

A new article of manufacture—that is to say, 
cedar paper, or paper made from cedar wood.

The paper as it passes into the machine has 
paste applied to one side of its margin, and is led 
forward to toothed knives, which sever a bag 
length. The detached pasted piece is then passed 
on beneath a plate or former, around which it is 
shaped into tubular form by bent guide-plates. 
The paper being delivered from this former has 
its pasted side pressed upon the adjoining edge. 
One side of the tube is now longer than the other, 
in view of the shape of the knives, and as the 
tube travels forward paste is applied by a recip- 
rocating paste-roll, to said longer side (the bot- 
tom side), after which a descending folding- 
blade folds it over upon the top side of the tube, 
and it passes between presser-rolls, and is dis- 
charged a completed bag. 
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Paper Boxes.

Various machines have been invented for the 
manufacture of boxes, and new improvements 
are being continually made. These improve- 
ments are all designed for facilitating the 
work of the machines, and are comprised 
in a great many devices, The principal are 
the following: Hatfield’s Machine, patented 
March 8, 1870, is designed for attaching the bot- 
toms to cylindrical paper-box bodies, previously 
formed by another machine. The shaft (a) is 
hollow, and through it works a spindle, operated 
by means of a hand-lever (c), and carrying a 
fixed head or disk. 
is anexpanding head (d), formed in segments, 
which are pushed radially outward by links oper- 
ated by a lever and arm. 
the bottoms of the boxes. These are 
pressed by a follower (g), kept in 
contact therewith by a cord and 
weight (h); i is a plunger cut-off, by 
which the bottoms are pushed down 
one by one into contact with the fol- 
lower (k). This is advanced by a 
lever (1), operated by the hand-lever 
(c) through the medium of the rod 
(m); o is a treadle, connected by 
cranked arms and rods to the rock- 
shaft (p) of the lever (/), and to the 
arm of a lever having a divided head, 
in which a roller is journaled. The 
head (d) is rotated by the pulley (r) 
on its shaft, and the treadle de- 
pressed; this throws the roller out of 
contact with the expanding head (d), 
and also partially rotates the rock- 
shaft (p), throwing the latch (/) into 
position to engage the plunger-rod 
(k'). A box-body is slipped over the 
expanding head, which is then ex- 
panded. The lever (c) is depressed, — 
out the disk within the ex- 
panding head, and bringing it into 
position to receive one of the bot- 
toms, which has been pushed down by the plun- 
ger cut-off (7.)

Heyl’s Patent for Making Wire- 
fastened Paper Boxes, October 8, 
1872.—The machine is intended pri- 
marily for making boxes of paper or 
pasteboard without cement, the fas- 
tening being effected by wire staples 
which are produced and applied by 
the machine which forms the boxes. 
The box-blanks are placed in a re- 
ceptacle provided with a sliding bot- 
tom, which is drawn up by a weight

detained by a ratchet which prevents the 
drawing up of the sliding bottom, except when 
the said ratchet retracted. The blanks 
are taken one by one from the top of the pile by 
a pneumatic or suction feeder provided with 
automatic valves to adapt it to seize and drop 
the blanks at the proper moment. The said 
feeder in its descent retracts the detent ratchet 
and receives a slight upward pressure from the 
pile of blanks. As the feeder rises again with 
one blank the detent, being released, catches the 
weight-pulley, so that whether the quantity of 
blanks be greater or less the top of the pile 
always rests at one level to receive the feeder. 
The blank, being deposited on a table by the 
feeder, is carried forward by a follower to a po-

Joseph P. Buckingham has just taken out a 
patent dated August 21, 1877, for new and useful 
improvements in machines for scoring paper box 
blanks. The invention: has for its object to 
| make scorings by removing a portion of the 
stock, and thereby producing a scoring wider 
than the ordinary compressed score, and are 
suitable for making boxes having the scorings 
upon the inside. The invention consists of two 
ordinary rollers or rotary cutters and mechanism 
for adjusting them to work together for pro- 
ducing a single score. The mechanism can be 





attached to any ordinary cutting machines that 
have a feed roller, revolving cylinder, &c. These 
cutters can be set at any angle, and any number

Trade news is very scarce and of no interest. 
Prices of all kinds of paper are still wonderfully 
low. There is a little business doing in mill- 
boards, but even this is limited and prices are 
barely remunerative. In a general way business 
is much the same. There is noimprovement and 
noretrogression. During this period of slack time 
political. affairs are not likely to reassure com- 
mercial circles. The great Turkish successes in 
the war seem to imply a prolonged struggle, for 
it is scarcely possible that Russia, after all her 
boasting, can give in to her enemy. So that 
unless some mediatory power succeeds in ar- 
oes 6 Saas pense upon terms wh 


campaign oxtail Between now bm then 
the Turks will not be idle, and extra resources 
will be forthcoming upon their side as well as 
the Russians’. In case, therefore, of renewed hos- 
tilities we may look for furious fighting next 
year. I need hardly say the effect on commerce 
of this policy will be anything but advantage- 
ous. As it is, money is all locked up or else 
sliding away to the Easi, and home trade is suf- 
fering severely. Everybody is complaining. 
Alltrades seem alike depressed and drinking to 
the very dregs the cup of despair. 

Our home markets are very flat. In fibres 
trade has been a little brisker this past week, 
owing to paper-makers having run through their 
stocks and being compelied to enter the market 
for fresh supplies. This has given business a 
little more animated appearance. Fine white 
linen rags were moving rather freely, and mid- 
dile-classed strong linens are rather brisk, but 
cottons of all kinds were particularly dull. 
Some American orders came in for wastepapers, 
and holders were consequently rather firm 
about prices. Other fibres much the same, 
Chemicals are decidedly ‘‘ up a tree,” pyices be- 
ing very low and declining still further. 

There is no mill news this week. I enjoved a 
trip down the Thames as far as Marlow, end I 
passed several paper mills en route. Some of 
them, especially, those near Maidenhead, are 
situated in positions of singular natural beauty. 
They are mostly on the banks of some stream 
which runs into the Thames, and the water is 
the motive power.

The remark Pliny made eighteen 
years since that ‘‘All the usages of civilized life 
depend in a remarkable degree upon the em- 
ployment of paper” is perhaps truer to-day than 
it was then. In his day it was highly esteemed 
as a record to aid ‘the remembrance of past 
events;” it is now as indispensable as our daily 
food to register every event, whether important 
or not, as it occurs. The prosperity of paper- 
makers seems a secondary consideration to the 
masses of the people, who eagerly devour the

mental food placed before them by the printer | 
on the countless sheets produced by the paper- |

maker. 
Crude materials were used by the Chinese, 
Egyptians and other nations centuries before the

Christian era. The great change in paper-mak- 


ing is of comparatively recent date, when true 
paper was made of rags or vegetable fibre re- 
duced to pulp, to be passed by various processes 
until finally ready for use. The ingenuity of 
man in rendering it more useful and available for 
the various purposes required is truly marvel- 
lous. Its uses for purposes besides writing and 
printing seem endless. Over four hundred sub- 
stances now enter into paper manufacture, and 
scarcely a day passes that a new patent is not 
applied for adding some new improvement and 
calling into requisition some new product. 

As I propose in a future number to enter 
into the details of the number and capacity of

the paper mills in and around Philadelphia at 
the present time, I will now only refer to the 
fact that the first paper mill in this country was 
established about 1700 at Roxborough, near this 
city, on a stream called Paper Mill Run, by 
William Rittenhaus, in conjunction with old 
William Bradford, one of the earliest of Ameri- 
ean printers. In 1710 the second paper mill was 
established at Crefeld, on the Wissahickon, by 
William de Wees. 

In 1719 the examination of a wasps’ or hornets’ 
nest suggested to Reaumur that paper might be 
manufactired from wood, and inventors from 
his day to this have used all their ingenuity and 
employed vast sumsof money to utilize not only 
wood, but every conceivable fibrous substance 
with varying success, and having demonstrated 
the possibility have now only to test the ques- 
tion of economy in employing for the purpose 
any wood or vegetable desired. 

In 1765 a book was printed on sixty varieties 
of paper made from as many different materials. 
A copy of it is in the Smithsonian Institute. 


In 1786 the Marquis de Villette published in Lon- | 
don a small book printed on paper made from | 
marshmallow; at the end are leaves of paper | 


manufactured at Bruges from twenty different 
plants, such as nettles, hops, reeds, &c In 1800 
Koops published a book ‘“‘On Paper,” part of 
which was printed on paper made from straw, 
and the appendix on paper made from wood. In 
1835 Piette published a work entitled ‘ Paper 


from Straw,” giving one hundred and sixty | 


specimens. 
There are now nearly one thousand paper mills 


in the United States, over one hundred in 
Pennsylvania alone. These and the mills in New 
Jersey, Delaware and Maryland will be more 
specially referred to hereafter. 

At present our paper dealers report consider- 
able activity, but at very low prices. School 
book publishers are assorting considerable stock 
not only of paper, but of binders’ boards. In 
miscellaneous books but little is doing.

On the same aisle there is to be seen a fine 
display Sy Slote & Janes, consisting of bulky 
ledgers, large enough to hold the accounts of 
Croesus himself. A few steps bring the visitor 
to the collection of Francis & Loutrel, who sup- 
plement their elegant display of ledgers and 
blank books with copies of ‘‘ Manifold Letter 
Writers,” &c. 

Nor is it possible, while in this vicinity, to pass 
without admiring the beautiful case of natural 
woods of Chas. M. Cornwall, filled with blank 
books substantially cased in handsome bindings.

Pure Liquid Alum, 





A manufacturing chemist of Montpellier, M. 
E. Bichon, has patented a process for pro- 


ducing a solution of alum which he states 
to be free of iron and ready for dyeing 
and other purposes, and offers it at 10 


francs per 100 kilos, His process is described as 
follows: In a leaden boiler, containing 10 hecto- 
litres, and furnished with water and steam pipes 
and cocks, add 234 kilos of sulphuric acid at 50 
degrees B., 195 kilos at 58 degrees, or 140 kilos at 
66 degrees; for the acid at 66 degrees, 1 hecto- 
litre of water is added and 50 kilos of raw alumina 
in powder, that is to say 100 kilos if it contains 
50 per cent. or 65 kilos if 80 per cent. ; the whole 
is well mixed, then the steam cock is opened, 
and in two minutes with acid at 66 degrees, or 
in ten minutes with acid at 50 degrees, the com- 
bination commences, and is carried on for an 
hour without further addition. As soon as the 
mixture becomes pasty and the action begins to 
decline, the water is turned on, the action re- 
commences, the sulphate of alumina becomes 
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boiler is filled up with water and the alum is

soul and of the mind—in the highest state of 
efficiency. Study the laws of health, and obey 
them conscientiously as the laws of morals or of 
civil and social duty. A mind diseased is often 
but the exponent of a body diseased. Restore 
the body to health and the mind will often be 
restored to its activity and its intellectual and 
even moral strength, 

The Journal des Savans first saw the light in 
Paris January 5, 1665, and was edited by Diony- 
sius Sallo, Member of Parliament. Shortly 
after the Mercure Galante, dedicated to poetry 
and the drama, made its appearance. These 
were soon followed by the Journal de Trevoux 
and the Journal de Verdun. In 1684, Bayle 
published the Notices de la République Littér- 
aire. In 1691, Venice began to publish newspa- 
pers, which were sold at a gacetta each, a small 
coin which soon gave its name to the publica- 
tion, and to which we owe the “ gazette” of the 
present day.
